I GENERAL FINANCIAL AGENTS. 



Washington, April 12.— The diplomatic 
phase of the, Spanish situation is 111 
status <iuo. There nre no new negotia- 
tions nnd no further developments in the 
old uiies. There is the expectation tliat 
this status will continue at least until 
congress considers the subect. A defi- 
nite understanding has been reached by 
the representatives of the six great pow- 
ers that no action from that Quarter 
would be opportune at t li is time. This 
is not the result of any meeting of the 
ambassadors and ministers, for they 
have not met in 11 body since the Presi- 
dent's message vent to congress. But 
their personal exchanges have been pro- 
ductive of a common understanding, and 
their advices sent to the capitals of 
Europe are that the situation culls for 
no further movement by the powers. 

The armistice has gone into effect in 
Culm but up to a late hour to-da.V no 
word hud come us to the attitude of 
the insurgents. If they accept, the so- 
lution appears to be simple. It' they do 
not accept it, the expectation of the 
Spanish government will be made mani- 
fest within the next few days by the 
eommoueement of hostilities by the 
forces of Gomez nnd other's. It develop- 
ed to-day that Gen. Blanco's proclama- 
tion of the armistice specifically stated 
that it was yielded at the solicitation of 
the Pope and the great powers of Eur- 
ope. The text made available referred 
to the Pope, but omitted the great pow- 
ers of Europe, The text was given, 
however, exactly as received. It had 
the effect of crentiug some feeling nmong 
the representatives of the powers which 
led to the development that Blanco's 
proclamation hud in fact specified the 
influences of the great powers us well as 
those of the Pope and that the omission 
wns through inadvertence. 

General Blanco's language is regard- 
ed as suggestive in two respects. First; 
in showing that Spain yielded to the 
great powers and the Pope; second, that 
the United States wns not included in 
tin- influences which brought about the 
concession. 

Word reached here to-day that the 
Spanish consul at Key West hud retir- 
ed from the consulate there because of 
threats said to have been made against 
his life. The consul at Key West re- 
ported the circumstances of his case to 
the Spanish minister at Washington, and 
said the feeling extended beyond the 
consul and included those Spaniards sit 
Key West who supported the home gov- 
ernment. As a result the consul and 
some Spaniards who have been living 
there have removed to Tampa, whit it is 
said their safety is better assured. 

The Spanish minister, Senor Polo, 
teels that his prediction of a more hope- 
ful turn in affairs has been verified and 
there are no signs of the impending de- 
parture of the minister and his staff. 
GENERAL LEE'S RETURN. 

Washington. April 12. — Consul-Gen- 
eral Lee arrived from Havana at two 
o'clock. Large crowds of enthusiastic 
admirers gathered at the Pennsylvania 
station, and when the General stepped 
from the train he was greeted with a 
tremendous outburst of applause. "Wo- 
men waved their handkerchiefs, men 
their lints, and altogether the demonstra- 
tion was a notable one. Washington 
crowds us n rule arc undemonstrative 
but this occasion was a conspicuous ex- 
ception. By the time he was ready to 
alight the crowd was so dense about the 
train that even with the assistance of .1 
platoon of police it was with difficulty 
he reached the platform. Several per- 
sonal friends of the General, amonu 
them some ladies, pressed forward and 
succeeded in grasping him by the hand. 
One of the holies presented him with a 
bouquet of roses tied together by rib- 
bons of national colors and hearing a 
tiny silk battle flag. Immediately th 
crowd began to cheer nnd round after 
round of applause greeted him as he 
walked slowly and uncovered down the 
platform of the station. General Lee 
entered a state department carriage and 
was rapidly driven up the avenue. On 
arrival at the- state department the Gen- 
eral was again cheered by n big crowd 
who had already assembled. General 
Lee. bowing right nnd left, hurried into 
the building. After a few minutes he 
emerged, accompanied by Secretary 
Sherman and Assistant Secretary Day. 
The three entered the carriage nnd were 
quickly driven to the White House. 
General Lee receiving an ovation on his 
way over.

As the carriage was being 
driven away some one fastened a Cuban 
Hug to the front of the vehicle e.-id this 
was the cause of additional enthusiasm. 
THE MESSAGE IN HAVANA. 

Havana, April 12. — The city is full of 
political rumors, warlike and otherwise 
and decidedly conflicting in tone. The 
newspapers of Havana print extracts 
from President .McKinley's message on 
the Cuban question and comment on it 
from various standpoints. 

The Diaro de Marino, in an article 
commeiuing the suspension of hostili- 
ties, generally referred to as an armis- 
tice, snys tliiw action upon the part of the 
Spaniards 1ms removed till pretext for 
the intervention of the United States in 
Cuba WUicll now, it says, would be ar- 
bitrary and impossible to tolerate from 
the standpoint of right. In any ease 
the proposal to intervene, with no defi- 
nite date fixed, instead of intervening 
iiimuMiiuloly, demonstrates that the 
cause of the intervention has disappear- 
ed. Thus a great danger, provoked by 
the United States has been avoided by 
the suspension of hostilities, brought 
about the mediation of the great powers, 
which represent a failure for the United 
States. 

The Diaro de Cienfnegos ridicules the 
"Vannees' charity and bad food," which 
it alleges has been distributed to the re- 
concentrndos. 

The Pais, in its editorial commenting 
on the President's message, says: "Its 
tone is moderate, pacific and conciliatory 
nnd proves that the allegations printed 
by the sensational newspapers regarding 
the annexationist and separatist policy, 
of the United States are false and were 
only produced to injure US and to Injure 
Spain, The attitude of the President 
does not surprise lis. We could not be- 
lieve he would give way to the pressure 
of agitation, forgetting the traditions 
and examples of Washington, and treat 
a friendly nation with great injustice." 
OPINIONS OF EUROPE. 

Loudon, April 12. — Yesterday's Contin- 
ental telegrams of to-day's morning pu- 
llers nil welcome the armistice os giving 
ut least, a prospect of peace, but it is the 
general belief, looking to the difficulties 
involved, that there is only a delay of 
war, as the United States will refuse to 
be n party to further negotiations. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Daily 
Chronicle says: "The European cab- 
inets are exchanging ideas as to the 
further mode of procedure to secure 
pence. The negotiations will be very 
difficult, owing to the susceptibilities of 
both parties." 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times, 
with regard to the German government's 
protest of nbfiolltte neutrality, snys: 
"Scrupulous neutrality on the part of 
the government does not, however, pre- 
vent the Hamburger Nnehrichten from 
comparing the United States to an in- 
cendiary, who, after setting the bouse 
on fire, strives to demonstrate his in- 
nocence by , seconding the efforts of the 
fire brigade. This organ of Trince Bis- 
marck, the hero of Uermnn-Americansj 
speaks: of a republic of evil repute which 
poses as the censor of morals of an Eur- 
opean monarchy and state, where 
through the venality of officials, the 
brutal and hypocritical democracy is led 
to fraudulent appropriation of public 
money, and rowdyism and lynch law are 
the order of the day'. The Indian cam- 
paigns of the United States are describ- 
ed as furnishing instances of guile, knav- 
ery, cruelty and bloodshed as numerous 
as can he chronicled in the conduct of 
the war in Cuba now denounced with 
such Pharisaical accent. There is every 
reason to believe that neither Prince Bis- 
marck nor any one else of the slightest 
importance inspires these tirades, but

PIGHTINO FOB THE GROSS. 

Antl-Rltunllsts In a London Congregation 
Interrupt an Imitation of the Pas- 
sion Play. 

London, April 0.— The autl-RItunllstlc 
crusade of John Iveaslt, the layman who 
on June 15, 1SDT, caused a sensation by 
reading a protest against the election of 
Dr. Mendel 1 Crelgbton, as Bishop of Lon- 
don In succession to the Most Rev, Fred- 
erick Temple, now Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, on the ground of l>r. Crelgbton's 
alleged desire to "undo the work of the re- 
formation by Introducing trinkets of 
Rome," has been especially vigorous dur- 
ing Holy Week, culminating In extraordin- 
ary scenes in St. Cuthbcrt's church yester- 
day. Good Friday, where as customary the 
service consisted In chanting St. John's 
story of the passion on the same Hues as 
the Oberummergan play, the officiating 
clergy taking the rolca of Christ, rilatc 
and Unlnphas. One of the central fea- 
tures Is known us the "veneration of Un- 
cross," and the crucifix wns being removed 
from the altar to the steps, where the 
clergy, acolytes and congregation advance 
in pairs, prostrate themselves and kiss the 
figure of Christ. At the tall of the proces- 
sion wns Mr. Kenslt, surrounded by a body 
of friends. 

They advanced to the altar steps, but In- 
stead of kneeling. Kenslt horrified the con- 
greglltlon by suddenly seizing the crucifix, 
raising Ir aloft and frantically rushing to- 
wurdH the door, shouting: in the name of 
God I denounce this Idolatry and itopery 
In the Church of England. May Cod help 

A most painful scene ensued. A crowd 
of people surrounded Mr. Kenslt and people 
struck lilin and wrestled with him, one man 
going so fur ns to thrust a handkerchief 
Into Mr. Kenslt's mouth In order to gng 
him. Finally the congregation rescued the 
crucifix and the police entered the church 
and arrested Mr. Kenslt. 



Rome, April 12.— The Osservatore Ko- 
inano, the organ of the Vatican, publish- 
ed to-day the text of the documents 
Hearing upon the Pope's mediation in 
tne Cuban crisis. It is prefaced by a 
uote saying that the pontiff, "seeing im- 
minent danger of war between Spain and 
the United States, took this action in 
order to avert war and smooth over 1 he- 
obstacles." 

Then follows a note dated April 9th 
sent by the Spanish minister for foreign 
affairs, Senor Git Horn, to Mgr Merry del 
Vol, the papal chamberlain, and request- 
ing him to inform the papal secretary 
of state, Cardinal Rampolla, that the 
latter might communicate to the peo- 
ple that the Spanish government "in 
•onseiiuence of the ardent, noble and re- 
pealed urging of the Pope," bad decided 
to order Captain-General Blanco to 
"concede immediately a suspension of 
hostilities for the period which bis pru- 
dence may deem lit with the view to 
prepare for and facilitate peace. 

A third document is a dispatch from 
Cardinal Kumpolln to the papal nuncio 
at Madrid iu which the latter is instruct- 
ed to communicate to the Spanish gov- 
ernment the satisfaction expressed by 
the Pope at the immediate suspension 
of hostilities, which the pontiff consid- 
ered very expedient in order to avert the 
scourge of war and facilitate the pacifi- 
cation of the island. 

Continuing the note reads: While 1 
have the pleasure of thus satisfying flic- 
wishes of the reverend pontiff it is also 
agreeable to me to communicate to you 
that the ambassadors of the six great: 
powers in a collective visit made to me- 
this morning I found their aspirations 
in harmony with those of the Pope, to 
whom, on this occasion, we recall our 
previous dispatch with confidence that 
he will watch with care, so. that our 
corresponding just demands may he sat- 
isfied and that the prestige of [the Span- 
ish nation may not be diminished." 

The Osservatore. Romano > does, not 
publish the previous dispatch mentioned. 

The note concludes: "Thank the Span- 
ish government in the name oti the Pope- 
and be good enough to assure it that the 
Pope will not fail-to use his influence 
where the occasion offers r in order that 
the legitimate wishes of the Spanish 
government may be realized , and the- 
prestige of the noble Catholic nation be- 
unimpaircd." 

After this the Osservatore Romano 
prints the not of congratulation sent by 
the Emperor Franz Josef of Austria to 
the Pope "on the happy issue of hiss 
intervention," adding, "I venture to hope 
that with the help of the Almighty the 
interests of humanity will be safer 
guarded."

Alleged Threat to Manufacturers 
to Silence Protests Against 
Government's Pol icy. 



(From Our Own Correspondent) 
Ottawa, April 12.— When Mr. Foster 
rose to reply to Mr. Fielding's budget 
speech Sir Wilfrid Laurier, looking a 
little pale, wan in his place. Mr. 'Parte 
also was back at his desk, and a rare 
visitor, Dalton McCarthy, was among 
tin.' few private members in the chamber. 
Mr. Foster begun by showing that his 
prediction for the present financial year 
had been very nearly verified. He gave 
the government credit for making a good 
loan but said that was duo to Canada's 
financial standing. Dealing with the re- 
duction of interest in the postal savings 
hanks, Mr. Foster declared that the in- 
stitution was for the purpose of encour- 
aging habits of thrift among the people, 
hut the government having decided to 
increase expenditure had apparently to 
iidd new taxes or dock the interest on 
the people's savings. It had chosen to 
do both. By reducing the rate of inter- 
est the government would save altogeth- 
er half a million. The country was to 
pay two and a half per cent, t'o lenders 
in this country while it is paying two 
and seven-eighths per cent, to lenders 
abroad. It is an unwise policy to pay 
more for. money abroad than at home. 
Tie budget .had shown that the govern- 
ment is still false to its pledges, first 
made then violated. then repudiated. 
What could be more abundantly stupid 
or malevolent than Sir. Fielding's threat- 
to the manufacturers.? If trade requires 
anything it is stability of tariff. Yet the 
finance minister threatens constant 
changes and thereby warns capitalists 
not to invest. The warning to manu- 
facturers meant that they must be eter- 
nally subservient to the government to 
keep their protection. The country 
would hold the government strictly to 
account for its many failures to respect 
its pledges. 

The discussion was continued by Sir 
.Richard Cartwright and Sir Charles 
Tnpper, after which the debate was ad- 
journed. 

The government proposes to take Wed- 
nesdays and Thursdays after this week 
from private members as it is anxious to 
close the house by the Queen's Birth- 
clay. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier promises a definite 
.statement respecting the fast Atlantic 
service for to-morrow. 



MONTREAL NEWS. 

French Citizens Applaud the Spanish 
Consul— Death of St. Paul's Ven- 
erable Ex-Pastor. 

Montreal, April VI. — (Special.)— Sena- 
tor Desjardins presided at a complimen- 
tary banquet tendered last night to 
Lieut.-Governor Jette. Mayor l'refon- 
taine, the French Consul-General, Min- 
isters Muloek, Fitzpatrick and GeofTriou 
of the Ottawa government. Premier 
Marchaml and ex-Premier Flynn, of 
Quebec, and numerous prominent citi- 
zen:! were present. An interesting inci- 
dent of the evening was occasioned by 
the toast of "Our foreign relations," 
proposed by the president, who express- 
ed his pleasure at the presence of the 
French and Spanish consuls. When the 
name of the' Spanish consul, Signer 
Mantel, was mentioned, there was an 
outburst of vociferous cheering, nearly 
the whole audience, which was com- 
posed almost entirely of French-Cana- 
dians, rising and joining in enthusiastic 
appln use.

New ^ork, .» pril 12.— A cable to the 
World from Berlin says: In the opin- 
ion of Herr von Billow, the German 
foreign minister, there will he no dan- 
ger of war. He believes that Spam 
will yield at last, preferring to risk tem- 
porary disaster from factions at borne, 
which would result from yielding to the 
American demands, rather than fueo a 
certain revolution and dynastic crash 
which would lie the outcome of an un- 
successful war. 

FEELING IN MADRID. 

Madrid. April 12.— The Spanish news- 
paper editorials upon the message of 
1'rcsidenl McKinley are of little signifi- 
cance, the government holding the edi- 
tor:! in check. One of the most interest- 
ing editorials, according to advices, is 
that published in La Luehu. Tlmt paper 
asserts that it' the insurgents submit, 
President McKinley will have scored a 
diplomatic victory; if, on the other hand, 
the insurgents continue to resist the 
government of Spain, (hat paper asserts, 
McKinley will sustain a diplomatic de- 
feat. 

London, April 12.— The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Standard says: "The 
most important feature in the new stage 
of file relations between Spain and the 
United States is the fact that Spain, 
having granted the request of the Pope 
and the powers for a suspension of hos- 
tilities, which she had persistently re- 
fused to grant when President McKin- 
ley suggested it, the American govern 
ment and diplomats consider their hand) 
free, as they were no party to the ar- 
rangement thus made by the Pope and 
tile powers with Spain. The contention 
is that Spain, having taken on herself 
to grant unconditionally this suspension 
of hostilities, without any mutual agree- 
ment or mutual conditions between the 
American ami Spanish governments, 
nothing can be expected from America, 
who will merely look on to see what 
conies out of this sort of armistice. 

The Daily Mail contains the following 
despatch from Madrid: "The Captain- 
General of Madrid lias ordered General 
Bourbon de Cnstello to be confined 
the fortress for two months for addri 
lng demonstrations on Sunday night. 

New York, April 12.— The World pub- 
lishes a despatch from Madrid as fol 
lows: From the ministers downward, 
witli few exceptions, the Spaniards i 
convinced that the maintenance 
Spanish sovereignty in Cuba is assured 
now. They believe that the cessation of 
hostilities having decreed without en- 
tering into any positive engagement witli 
the United States must necessarily 
through the assistance of the European 
powers, lead to a settlement satisfactory 
to their honor and dignity, which mean's 
the retention of Cuba and Porto Rico 
The Spaniards do not seem to have un- 
derstood America, not having been u 
party to this suspension, and not having 
entered upon any agreement or promise. 
Spain has her hands quite free now for 
(he future, both during the suspension of 
hostilities and afterwards, if it produces 
no result. 

DECLARING FOR INDEPEND- 
ENCE. 

Washington April 12.— General Gro 
venor, of Ohio, now generally regarded 
as the spokesman of the President on 
the Iloor of the house, late this after- 
noon in reply to an attack upon the 
policy of the administration, interpreted 
the recommendations in the President's 
message as a request for authority to use 
the army and navy of the United States 
to establish on tin? island of Cuba a gov- 
ernment independent of Spain. It was 
regarded as an exceedingly important an 
nouncemeiit. 

To-night a compromise motion seem:, 
certain to be reported from both ends of 
the capital. The Senate committee's re- 
solution will be the more radical of the 
two. It will declare for immediate in- 
tervention, a general recognition of the 
rights of the Cuban people to freedom, 
independence and will demand the with- 
drawal of the Spanish forces from the 
island. 

"Tlie President is authorized, directed 
and empowered to intervene at once to 
restore peace on the island of Culm, and 
secure to the people t hereof a fine., 
stable and independent government of 
their own, and is authorised to use (he 
army and navy forces of (lie United 
States to secure that end." This sub- 
stantially is (he resolution agreed upon 
by the Republican members of the fore- 
ign affairs committee of the bouse to- 
night. It is Hie purpose to pass the re- 
solution before tin? sun sets to-morrow.

COMETS AND CALAMITY. 

Astronomer Tells of Coincidences and 
Laughs at Superstition. 

Columbia, Mo., April 7.— Dr. Milton 
Cpdegraff. professor of astronomy in 
Missouri University, who recently con- 
tributed to the press n scientific discus- 
sion of Perrin's comet, was questioned 
to-day regarding the superstitions side 
of the subject. There is a cherished 
tradition, as old its history, that a 
comet indicates pending war or some 
other dire calamity. If the present 
trouble with Spain results in war the 
comet which is now on hand will as- 
sume large importance in the eyes of 
the superstitious. 

"Let me say emphatically," says Dr. 
T'pdergraff, "that I do not wish to he 
quoted as saying that I have the slight- 
oat faith in the absurd superstition that 
a comet is a certain harbinger of war 
or other vast evil. No astronomer can 
afford to discuss the subject seriously, 
but there are a number of amusing tra- 
ditions about comets, and it is interest- 
ing to note a few rather remarkable ex- 
amples which apparently justify the be- 
lief that a comet indicates pending war 
or calamity. The comet of 1S5S preced- 
ed the Italian war of 185!): the comet 
of 1ST!) came during the Franco-Prus- 
sian war; the comet of 1S11 came just 
before the war of IS 12. Two comets 
in lS(il accompanied the outbreak of the 
civil war. One of these was very bright, 
and the earth passed through its tail. 
The great comet of 1SS1 appeared just 
before President Garfield was assassin- 
ated. There was a comet at the time 
of the birth of Napoleon and another at 
the time of his greatest success. Dur- 
ing the dark and bloody reign of Nero 
it is said a monster comet was blazing 
in t be sky. 

"There are many classical allusions to 
the prevailing fear of comets. Cicero 
ssiys comets are harbingers of misery, 
and expressed the opinion that they fore- 
tell great events. Pliny wrote: 'A fear- 
ful star this comet is, and not easily ex- 
pntiated.' Seneca says: 'Some comets 
tire very cruel and threaten us with the 
worst of mischief. They bring with 
them and leave behind them the seeds 
of blood and slaughter.' Socrates writ- 
ing of the city now called Constantino- 
ple, says: 'So great was tin? danger 
that hung over the city that it was fore- 
told by a huge blazing comet that reach- 
ed from heaven to earth.' Shakespeare 
writes comets as 'importing change of 
state.' 

Byron wrote as follows: 
A pathless comet and a curse, the menace 

of the universe. 
Still rolling with innate force, without a 

sphere, without a course, 
A bright deformity on nigh, the monster 
of the upper sky. 

"There are, however, many contra- 
dictions of the popular superstition, and 
comets are not always followed by great 
events. I distinctly recollect when sev- 
en comets were visible at one time, dire 
calamity was predicted .the lower classes 
of the world were convulsed with terror. 
Many, from brooding on the subject, 
became maniacs. The world waited for 
a calamity, but nothing unusual occur- 
red. Events went on in the same old 
way, and the comets gradually receded 
from view, leaving a popular supersti- 
tion considerably crippled, but still in ex- 
istence. The present comet is visible 
at i o'clock a.m." 



A MINNESOTA GIANT. 

The village of Madelin, Minn.; has a 
giant in the person of .lames Mclndoo, 
who was born July U, 1870. Although 
but a little over IS years of age, he is 
a mammoth, being 7 feet tall, and still 
growing at a rapid rate. As a child he 
was of ordinary size, but ut the age of 
12 he began to broaden and fatten, and 
at 15 he weighed 247 pounds. His feet 
tire IS inches long and 7 inches across 
the ball of the foot. He wears a No. 
21 shoe, a pair of which take a calfskin 
of pretty large size. lie wears a No. 
S hat, although his head seems rather 
small for a fellow of such gigantic 
frame. He is in perfect, health, and 
eats more than a l,f>(i()-pound ox. When- 
ever he wants a drink of water he 
takes up a gallon pail and drains every 
drop from it. He has been known to 
eat a common basket full of grapes and 
ask for more. Recently he ate 2.'J large 
apples for dessert -it dinner. He takes 
six or seven doughnuts of ordinary size 
in bis mouth at once, and eats them 
with case. 

He has taken two ordinary pool balls 
in his mouth at one time. A. large pop- 
corn ball makes just an ordinary mouth- 
ful. There is no limit to the number he 
will eat, besides drinking six or seven 
glasses of soda water, eating three to 
four dishes of ice cream, with dessert 
of oranges, tipples, peaches and bananas, 
lie stands very erect, and his flesh is 
soft and wdiite, like a child's. When 13 
years of age he lifted 1.100 pounds. On 
a test the other day he spanned with 
one hand 13% inches. His intellectual 
development is normal. He has a sur- 
prisingly g I head for mechanics. He 

can take a clock or watch to pieces, re- 
pair and clean and put it together per- 
fectly again. A short time ago he 
made a violin, upon which he plays 
fairly well. He does not yet ride 'a 
bicycle, 1ml intends to this season. On 
account of his great height, a special 
machine will have to be made for him. 
His parents are Americans and not 
above the average size.

lOTKRESTS OK TUB IXTHHIOB. 

So far vvc Have discussed the con- 
attwtloii of the railway from the Coast 
to Lake Teslji) without »tH-i inl ref"r- 
,.„,.. io the interior portiou <it' British 
Columbia. We have pointed nut how it 
would save to Ounittlu the trade or tiiu 
Northern gold fields, how it would stim- 
ulate business and enhance the value of 
property in the Coast cities and how it 
■would give the farmers ot the lower 
A?viwer the best market in North Am 
cricn. These things only indirectly 
toucli Lite central portion of the prov- 
ince, but the best of reasons can be 
given why the countcance and support 
of that section should be given to the 
.suggested policy. 

First as to such reason as might Ik- 
elicited against it; and licre we want to 
*ay that we appeal to the people as to 
reusonahlo men, apart altogether from 
their political associations. If we can- 
not make out a good ease we are content 
that our appeal shall be disregarded. 
The only reason why the people of the 
interior might be expected to oppose 
provincial aid to a railway from tUe 
Coast to the Yukon is. because they 
may be of the opinion that, by refusing 
to do so, a road can be secured from 
some central point, say Ashcroft. Wc 
admit at once that other things !v/ng 
eo.ua! local considerations ought to pn»- 
vail. The man who will not statul up 
Co? his own locality ought to go ami 
live somewhere else. But is tlwic the 
least reason to -suppose that if '.ho rail- 
way Irom the Coast is not secured, one 
•Will be built up through the centre of 
•the province to the Yukon? We do nut 
ttlriuk s:o, and we do- not think that any 
one else really entertains such an ■ pin- 
ion. There are many reasons why su- h 
a pi eject is not likely to find favor with 
parliament. The cost of such a Hue 
would be very great, very much grenrer 
than one to the Coast. Probably it 
•would bo three or four times as great. 
When built it would be a branch of 
the Canadian Pacific in fact, whatever 
it might be in name. We do njt (1 ink 
there is the slightest use in expecting 
parliament to vote money to construct 
n brunch of the Canadian Pacific more 
than a thousand miles long iu ord-;r to 
lap the trade of the Yukon. Jf liny 
large expenditure like that would re- 
ceive favor it would only be for a line 
which would be independent or could 
be made independent of the Canadian 
Pacific. Can such a line Ik? secured? 
It can be. A line from Edmonton would 
Jbe such a line. The Calgary & Edmon- 
ton would afford it a southern connec- 
tion independent of the C.P.K., hut 
wen if this were not so, it would he an 
• easy matter to ninke an eastern con- 
nection with the Manitoba & North- 
western line and thus obtain a new 
Iranscontincntal road from Winnipeg, 
opening what some people contend is by 
far the best part of the Canadian 
Northwest. Already there is much talk 
iu the East of a new transcontinental 
line. Already those persons who re- 
gard Grand Trunk competition with 
the Canadian Pacific as a thing to be 
encouraged are talking freely of the de- 
sirability of building a new road across 
the prairie region. It m a proposition 
iu favor of which many things may be 
said, It will be remembered that when 
the Uritish Pacific wan under discus- 
sion the advantages of such a line were 
freely sel forth, and we frankly admit 
that the near future will doubtless see 
the realization of such an enterprise. 
It will not cost much if anything more 
to build n line from Edmonton to the 
Yukon waters than from Ashcroft, and 
hence we feci that there is very little 
use for tlie people of Central British 
Columbia to cherish a hope that parlia- 
ment will take up the latter.

If this can be secured, we would have a 
railway that would give the farmers ot 
the Lower Fraser and the islands the 
first call on the northern market for 
hay, grain and other produce and the 
cattle men of the Interior the first cull 
upon the meat market there. Do we 
not state this matter correctly? Are 
not all business considerations in sup- 
port of the proposition which we now 
lay down? Can any one suggest a plan 
that will serve the people of a wider 
area in British Columbia than that 
which we are advocating'.' 

We have said that we are addressing 
ourselves to the reasonable man. We 
say to such that the project which we 
advocate will do certain things for this 
province. It will give the Coast cities 
the trade of the North. It will enable 
the farmers of the Coast to secure the 
best possible access to the markets of 
the North. It will give the cattle men 
of the Interior the best possible means 
of reaching the North. Can any one 
suggest any other project that will do 
these things or any two of them, or any 
project having the ghost of a chance of 
success that will secure any one of them? 
If so we are ready to discuss it upon its 
merits. If not, and the trade of the 
North is worth making nil effort to se- 
cure, what reason can be given for not 
making an effort to get this railway 
started at the earliest possible day? We 
tell the people of the province that the 
matter is in their hands. If they want 
the northern trade now is the time to 
get it. Another year it will be too late. 
The ball is at our feet. Do not let us 
stand idle while our opponents steal it 
away and score a goal at our expense. 



BETTER RELATIONS WITH OUR 
NEIGHBORS. 

We arc sure every one will be glad to 
know that there is a prospect of all the 
various matters in difference between 
Canada and the United States being set- 
tled upon terms satisfactory to both par- 
ties. Our neighbors have conic to real- 
ize that the Dominion is a very good 
neighbor. They SCO ii. it a country of 
vast resources, where the laws are good 
ii nd well administered. They know it 
is n safe place to invest money and 
they understand that our trade is well 
worth cultivating. Problems of trans- 
portation and commerce press for adjust- 
ment and In the present temper of the 
two peoples they can undoubtedly be ad- 
justed without serious difficulty, 

The fact is that it: is time for the 
lOnglish-speaking people to •ret together. 
The events of the past few weeks have 
shown this. The rest, of the world is 
jealous of the greatness of the Anglo- 
Saxon and would like to humiliate our 
race. Under these circumstances ii 
be very wise policy for us to lay aside 
all mii.or differences and in a spirit of 
friendly compromise harmonize all con- 
flicting interests. Substantially there 
are no other open questions between the 
two countries than those in which Can- 
ada is directly concerned and we must 
hold ourselves ready to approach the 
adjustment of these with a full sense ,,r 
(be responsibilities upon us as a part of 
the British Empire, "We do not suggest 
that we should he prepared to surrender 
anything of vital importance, for it is 
possible to pay too much for friendship; 
bui in treating with our neighbors we 
ought to he ready to give and take, not 
resting t ntich upon our having be- 
hind us the prowess of the Empire, but 
acting as a practical business people, who 
understand what reciprocity means. If I 
we present our ease iu a straightforward 
manly way and meet our neighbors in a 
similar spirit, we can doubtless over- 
Conic all differences and hit upon a solu- 
tion of all vexatious questions that will 
he mul ually satisfactory. 

The discussion of such matters will he 
greatly simplified by the knowledge 
which the people of the United States

Hut we think 
it is correct to hold that where both 
legislative bodies have a right to deal 
with a subject, which in its nature Is 
more of local concern than of general 
interest, parliament ought to he govern- 
ed in a large measure by the views of 
the local house. "We would not think 
i fair, if the local house should 
refuse a charter In a road within 
the province, for parliament to override 
its action. On this point there will be 
no difference of opinion among disin- 
terested people. If a company should 
ask our legislature for a charter anil lie 
refused, we think the refusal would be 
regarded at Ottawa as a sutucient rea- 
son for declining an application there for 
the .same franchise. If this is the case, 
i t see ms to follow that the views of the 
local nouse ought to be obtained by 
parliament on all applications for char- 
ters for local roads. Presumably there 
is some reason wny people pass by the 
local house and go to the federal authori- 
ties for a local charter, and parliament 
ought to Inquire us to what that reason 
is. The best way to do is to consult 
the local legislature in all cases when it 
is possible to do so.

She was not sufficiently damaged 
in fact to necessitate a delay of more 
than a few hours for patching. 

This last trip of the Islander appears 
to have been attended by misfortune 
ever since she left here on the evening 
of March 31, with upwards of one hun- 
dred and fifty Klondikers aboard. The 
voyage at its initiation was brought con- 
spicuously into notice by the fact that 
the commodore, Captain John Irving, 
was himself in command of the C.P.N, 
steamer, and had expressed an inten- 
tion of giving the fast City of Seattle a 
brush for the record. Several hundred 
dollars had been wagered here on the 
result, and speculators and stakeholders 
confidently awaited the return of the 
local craft with the broom at her mast- 
head. 

Then came the news by the Ningchow 
that while rounding Mary Island on the 
up trip she struck a rock and lost every 
blade of one of her propellers. This 
meant that the race and all bets were 
off. Now conies the tidings of the more 
serious disaster to the ship. 

The Topeka, which nrrived at Depar- 
ture Bay early yesterday morning, 
brought few additional particulars of 
the avalanche calamity, with the excep- 
tion of a list of ten names to he added 
to the death roll, the victims being for 
the most part employees of the Chilcoot 
Trading it Transportation Co., whose 
bodies have been dug out of the debris 
and the majority of whom had been resi- 
dents of Seattle, Tacoma and other near- 
by places on the American side. 

The Topckfl had also three Klondike 
passengers returning to their homes with 
considerable gold, and the first Dawson 
City mail that has come through by Can- 
adian carriers. 

A Nanaimo special to the Colonist 
states that "The Islander was lying at 
anchor oil Skagway wharf when the 
Willamette put in to make dock and 
fouled the Islander, crushing in her 
woodwork amidships. The damage done 
to the Canadian boat is not of a very 
serious nature, although it will cost 
hundreds of dollars to repair. The news 
brought down from Skagway regarding 
the recent avalanche is no more than 
already published, with the exception of 
the work on Chilkoot trail being under 
the supervision of the Mounted Police, 
and up to April 0th, fifty-four bodies had 
been recovered. The Willamette hi the 
collision with the Isiander had a plate 
broken below the water line and was 
making water fast when I lie Topeka 
left."

Steamer Barbara Boscowitz arrived 
shortly urter the ( '. P. II. steamer Prin- 
cess Louise made port yesterday morn- 
ing and brought no news of special in- 
terest. The women, as also the invalid 
members of the Grlder party reported at 
Port Simpson, were still there and the 
latter now shows an inclination to re- 
join the party though at first he did not 
speak any too well of it. Police Con- 
stable Jones and Dr. Jackson and wife, 
of Bella Cooln, were among those to 
arrive on the Boscowitz.

An audience numbering about five 
hundred and representing the intelli- 
gence and culture of the city assembled 
in Institute hall last night and were 
transported in imagination to suuny 
Italy, where they remained enraptured 
for the space of about an hour and a 
half. All this was done in a decidedly 
simple manner and without the least 
show of pretension on the part of the 
person who did it— Mr. E. .Marion Craw- 
ford, the distinguished novelist, who 
came to Victoria in the capacity of a 
lecturer. There was nothing dramatic, 
in Mr. Crawford's efforts, nor did he 
soar to any great height in eloquence, 
lie simply talked in a conversational 
manner with a voice which was at once 
pleasing and in a tone which carried 
conviction with it. It was the beautiful 
Wording of what he had to say more 
than the way he said it which took pos- 
session of his listeners' minds and en- 
abled them to behold the scenes of the 
subect. The audience saw t ho, Vatican 
at Rome, went through'its interior, saw 
all its interesting sights, and gazed on 
two figures in particular, those of Pope 
Leo XIII. and Pius IX. The atmos- 
phere when the former was before the 
mind was dry hut bracing, while in the 
case of the latter it was a seductive 
mellow. The lecturer traced the life of 
Leo from boyhood to the present and 
convinced his hearers that his existence 
was a denial of popular opinion that uo 
great men lived in this age. lie also 
dispelled a number of mistaken ideas 
about the political attitude of the Pope, 
ihe contest between the two pontiffs 
under discussion was best illustrated by 
a few interesting and amusing stories 
characteristic of their lives. 

The lecturer was briefly introduced by 
Canon Beanlands, who said that his 
duty was merely a nominal one in- 
asmuch as the people of the city must 
already be very well acquainted with 
Mr. Crawford through his many excel- 
lent works. 

Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes, Bishop 
I errin, Major Pond and others had 
scats on the platform. 

Mr. Crawford came straight to the 
point of his subject and proceeded as 
follows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen— In speaking 
to you this evening of Pope Leo XIII 
in the Vatican, I must in the first place 
give you a very brief sketch of the cir- 
cumstances which preceded "his eleva- 
tion to the pontificate, aud must touch 
upon the career of I'ope Plus IX., for 
the reign of the predecessor of Leo 
XIII was a contrast with the reign of 
Leo XIII. at every point. Under Pope 
litis IX. the political power and in- 
fluence of the Vatican steadily losr 
strength. Under Leo XIII it has stead- 
ily gained in power and in influence. 
After I have given you this brief sketch, 
I shall try and show you Pope Leo 
XIII. as he lives and moves, and does 
his hard work, in his great old age, in 
the Vatican. Lastly, 1 shall touch no- 
on one or two questions which intimate- 
ly concern him, and which in a measure 
concern the whole world. 

We often call this age in which we 
live an age of civilization and eplight- 
ment. Yet there has been more blood 
shed by nations calling themselves civ- 
ilized during the last 120 years than in 
any equal period of history. But the 
carnage was not interrupted; that long 
and dreadful record of death was divid- 
ed in the midst of an interval of peace 
extending over nearly thirty years. Na- 
poleon had harried the world from Mos- 
cow to Cairo, from Vienna to Madrid 
pouring blood upon blood, exhausting 
the destroying power of mankind, in an 
uintcrruptcd and cruel destruction. But 
when he was gone Europe sunk down 
utterly overcome. Then it was, under 
the rule of comparatively timid, feeble 
insist! lhcant sovereigns, that the grent 
repullican idea began ,o grow, dee.i 
down under the surface, like n cu'ting 
from the stricken tree of the revolution, 
planted in the very heart of Europe 
nurtured m secret by devoted hau'ii 
but destined to destruction i.i the en i 
as surely us the parent stock. About 
the middle of that long poriol, wheo 
everything was fomenting far down out 
of sight, there came a man whose '.Uo 
is marked upon the pages of hi&torv •■ 
man whose name calls up all manner of 
memories of revolutions, of uprisings 
anil of rebellions. 

That man was Mazzini. an Italian and 
a man of genius in his way. He found-

founding the modern Italian country 
which we see to-day. They were repub- 
licans to the core. They hated the idea 
of monarchy. The whole theory of a 
kingdom was repugnant to them. It 
was England, pouring its wealth into 
the country to help the house of Savoy, 
because she wanted an independent mon- 
archy to subsist in the Mediterranean, 
thai directed the whole tide of Mnz/ini's 
and Garibaldi's victories into the chan- 
nel which was Id cast modern Italy, as 
if were, under the hands of the house of 
■Savoy. 

There was little in Italy at that timi 
to oppose any great movement. 'IT. 
government of the Bourbons in tin 
Sent',-, had been feeble, bad, often cruel 
That of their relatives in the tonal 
principalities in the North had been lit 
tie belter, and in Koine a series of in 
significant hopes, politically speaking 
bad occupied (lie pontifical chair, Iron 

i'bis VII., Nupol I's victim, down t< 

Gregory XVI. (and Gregory XVI died 
in ISIS). 

In his place the College of Cardinal 
elected Plus iX., :> man still young, i 
man lull of the higher! ideals, of tin 
loftiest, enthusiasm, a man of the great 
est beauty of character, a man beloved 
by all who knew him; but :i man politi 
cully weak ami vacillating. One of tin 
first things he did when he was electoi 
Pope was to proclaim a universal par 
don and amnesty for all political offend 
ers. Then he drifted into a soil o 
tacit approval of the Young Italini 
party, not dreaming how far it might 

While he was still hestiating and va 
dilating, the great movement broke out 
nil over Europe simultaneously in tin 
year 1848. Not only in Italy did i 
manifest itself, 1ml in Austria, in Hun 
ffnry, in Germany, in Franco, and even 
in England it broke out in the shape of 
the Chartist riots, anil even in fre 
Switzerland, free Swiss citizens shed 
each other's blood in civil strife at the 
sates of free Lucerne. 

You all know the history of 1848. It 
was a year of riots, rebellions, new con 
stitulions, some of which have passed 
away and a few of which have remain 
ed ; a year iii .which an Emperor, niori 
Qiao one king, and many princes were 
scattering in all directions, like men ( . s - 
eaphlg from a great lire when they know 
it is just creeping up to a central maga- 
zine of explosives. 

Pope Plus IX lied like (lie rest, wh 
his favorite minister had been murdered 
on the steps of the palace devoted to th 
new parliament which Plus IX. had 
.-given to his people with a constitution, 
it was Prance that brought him back to 
ltome, Prance that kept him on bis 
throne, and until she herself, in her 
need and death struggle with Germany, 
was obliged to .summon home every man 
she could muster, and give up lighting 
the battles of others, in order to tight 
her own. 

Paring that long period from his i\ 
turn, after the year 1849. to the fall of 
the temporal power in 1870, Pius IX 
governed Rome kindly, ho was much 
beloved by his subjects, and did a great 
deal for ltome. He converted the city 
from an old medieval town, with dark, 
winding streets, and dismal open places 
where heaped-up rubbish half hid the 
monuments of ancient ltome, into o fair- 
ly creditable modern capital. Yet his 
government was detested, hated, one of 
the most unpopular governments that 
ever was known in history. . The rea- 
son for that was this: The Pope was 
politically a weak man, but ut his right 
hand there was a strong, unscrupulous 
individual, who had the Pope's interests 
at heart, lint who seemed incapable of 
using any honest means to protect them, 
This man was Cardinal Antonelli. In 
palliation of much he didjiwhich was far 
from creditable, you must remember 
that, although a cardinal, hi! was not a 
priest ('ordinal Antonelli lived to see 
Jii.s defeat and shut himself up within the 
Vatican as a prisoner with Pius IX., 
and there he went, on plotting and 
scheming until it last he died. Then 
(here came a great change. 

When the troops of King Victor Eman- 
uel took ltome, there was a sort of siege 
during which they shelled the city a 
part of one day. It is sometimes said 
that Rome was taken without any fight- 
ing. Hut one of these sheiis fell into the 
library of my mother's house in the 
very centre of Rome, and exploded, de- 
stroying almost everything in the room. 

Eight years later, Victor Emanuel, the 
hero of the Italians, ami Pius IX., who 
had come to he looked upon as a mar- 
tyr among Catholics, passed away with- 
itVu month of each other. Old King 
Vlttor Emanuel, who was a brave old 
soul, ami a line fellow at heart, had ones 
given his word of honor that he would 
never seize the temporal power. Under 
great political pressure, urged by bis 
ministers, and yielding to the universal 
uprising of (he people, he took back his 
word and seized Rome. But lie always 
regretted it. When they assigned the 
palace of the Popes upon the Quirinal 
for his royal residence, lie refused to 
sleep a night under that roof. During 
the rest of his life he lived in a small 
adjoining palace communicating with (he 
big one by a corridor. And there, when 
he was dying, he was very anxious to 
obtain the absolution and the blessing 
of I'ius IX. for what he bad done. 

And backwards ami forwards between 
die Quirinal and the Vatican, there were 
efTovts looking lo the arrangements of 
mailers. Pins IX. first required some 
sort of formal apology, some sort of ver- 
bal retraction from the king for his act 
of usurpation. Hut the king would not 
pronounce the words. Ho knew that that 
would be used against his memory, 
ngainsl Italy, and ngainst the succes- 
sion of his son. At last Pius IX., al- 
ways the kindest and gentlest of men, 
relented, and sent his blessing freely. 
Hut when it came it was too late. The 
old king was dead. Within a month from 
that lime Pius IX. departed this life. 

Then came a great change. The tide 
bad reached the very lowest ebb.' From 
that moment it began to rise again. In 
(lie place of the kind old Pius IX., the 
cardinals elected a strong statesman, 
l,eo XIII., the man of whom I am 
speaking to you this evening. (Applause.) 

Joachim Vincentc Pache, who has 
been Pope under the title of Leo XIII., 
since 1878, was born in the year 1810. 
That wonderful old man is now nearly 
ninety years of age. He was born in a 
small mountain town called Oarpinato, 
situated thirty or forty miles to the 
south of Pome, on the very border of a 
district which is called Saldul land— the 
land where the people wear sandals. 
There, in that town, is still the residence 
of the family of the present Pope, and 
ill (he old residence are portraits of tin.' 
Pope's father and mother. His Holiness 
resembles both his parents in a striking 
degree. He has from his father the up- 
per part, of his head and the main feat- 
ures, the bony forehead, the prominent 
cheek bones, very aquiline nose and linn 
jiiw. From bis mother he has the pierc- 
ing black eves Hull seem to hold you as 
yen .-<■! into his presence so that you 
cannot set a why from his look. Then lie 
:,iias a retry strong month, very white, 
Continued on Page Seven. 



a Strong light within it. This peculiar- 
expression, which is Brm, not unkind, 
something like a smile, and yet not alto- 
gether gentle. 

One of the most remarkable charac- 
teristics of his appearance is his com- 
plexion, which lie shares with other 
members of his family. When the Pope 
comes Inwards you in one of those 
shadowy galleries of (he Vatican, or in 
the dimmer church below, a real radiance 
seems to proceed from his •face. It is 
absolutely colorless, but yet if is lumin- 
ously pale. It has often been compared 
lo a face carved out of alabaster, with 
a Btrong light within it. Thus peculiar- 
ity applies lo his family, hut is more es- 
pecially noticeable in himself. 

Born up there in those southern hills, 
he is by nature a mountaineer, lie is 
a very tall man. in youth was a strong 
man. a man of good proportions, even 
noble proportions, but now thin to ema- 
ciation, a mere shadow of a past man, as 
it were. 

There is, indeed, a very strong resem- 
hlanee between Pope Leu XI 11.. Mr. 
Gladstone and Abraham Lincoln. They 
were all three, in their prime, long, 
sinewy men, of very bony constitution, 
with great joints, with large, bony 
heads, high cheekbones, prominent jaws. 
All three men in their youth possessed 
very extraordinary physical strength, 
far beyond that of ordinary members of 
the race. All three were men capable 
of most profound study niiil concentra- 
tion, all eloquent men on occasion, ami 
all three, (o complete the resemblance, 
having in them a certain something of 
profound melancholy and sadness which 
is often found in the natures of men at 
once very strong, very energetic, and 
who are also very deep thinkers. You 
might almost say that some of nature's 
stuff, had been developed by circillli- 
stnnccs in three different ways - in the 
material way, the intellectual way and 
the spiritual way. Abraham Lincoln 
was thrown back upon the hardest, the 
most brutal of material facts in Ill's 
work-a-day world, for his self -gotten 
education. Mr. Gladstone received the 
modern form of education in its high- 
est development, and was an eminent 
and learned scholar before he was :\ 
statesman. 

Leo XIII. was broughl up under (he 
domination ot spiritual ideas at a time 
when they had just survived the tre- 
mendous shock of the French revolution. 
Born towards the close of Napoleon's 
career, when a great stru '^ie bad been 
going on for years in men's minds be- 
tween believing and not 1>< lie \ i • 1 1.-. he 
was raised to the pontilieale when the 
next great European struggle about , be- 
lief was raging at the height of what 
was called the "Kulturkaiupf," a re- 
ligious war in Prussia, to which the 
eyes of the world were rive: > I upon the 
struggle between the Itom.in Catholic 
church on the one side an I Prince Bis- 
marck on the other. Al thai juticttnc 
came Leo XIIL, the great, eveu.'y I nl 
..need, deep-t kinking, honor.i'j'e slates- 
man. 

I. eo XIIL is one of (ho<o characters, 
« illi their suppressed energr, that come 
to tin? front when events wiil not wail 
foi - little men's long phrases, when the 
pendulum is swinging the full stroke 
of history, when it is glory or death to 
lay hands upon the weight and hold it. 
and touch it, as though there was no 
danger in it, and make long theories 
about what: it will do. 

Leo XIII.'s childhood and early youth 
were spent in the simple surroundings 
of the mountain town where he was 
born. Early hours, constant exercise, 
an outdoor life, with farm interests, 
made a strong man of him, with plenty 
of common sense. He was very athletic, 
a great climber, a great sportsman, fond 
of being out whole days among the hills 
with his gun. Yet at the same time he 
was u student, and when he hud finished 
his studies he entered the priesthood, 
and thence forward his career was 
straight— direct as careers of most men 
have been who have reached the very 
highest destinies. He was never ii 
parish priest. He was, from the first 
day of his ordination immediate^- at- 
tached to the offices of the Vatican. Not 
very long after that we find him promot- 
ed, in the due course of events, to the 
diplomacy, representing the Vatican 
abroad in Brussels as Is undo, Ienrning 
something of that great game of Euro 
pean politics in which he was afterwards 
to play so important a part. Then he is 
back in Italy again, consecrated an 
Archbishop, with an archdiocese in Tus- 
cany, in central Italy, ncd there he re- 
mains until he is elected Pope. 

But it was while there that he showed 
the courage, the personal independence, 
which was very much remarked at. (that 
time, long before it. was ever thought 
that ho could possibly he Pope. 

And it was in this way: In those days, 
the si niggle between t he church, the Va- 
tican and the young Italy was very bit- 
ter. Churchmen and statesmen were at 
swords drawn, and churchmen shut 
themselves up and would have nothing 
to do with polities nor with persons en- 
gaged in polities. Leo XIIL did just 
the contrary. He opened the doors of 
his house, he received constantly and 
daily and familiarly the Italian govern- 
ment officials, and the officers of the 
Italian government stationed nearby, 
and conversed with them upon current 
topics, conversed with (hem earnestly 
and freely showed them that he was not 
only a churchman ami Archbishop, but 
that he was an Italian and could love 
his country. 

That required :i man of courage and 
independence of which we have no idea 
now that those things are all smoothed 
over. And that love of conversation. 
Hint love of talking freely with the men 
of the time, still characterizes Leo XIIL 
It is a part of his nature. Few persons 
of distinction ever pass through Home 
without being taken to bis presence, nnd 
he will talk freely with them, sometimes 
as much as two hours without stopping. 
And yet, though be is one of l lie greatest 
living conversationalists, perhaps, there 
is something in bis manner while talk- 
ing which is far from pleasant, sunn - 
ones authoritative, sometimes very for- 
mal, sometimes almost harsh. You feel 
that he is using his words like blades, 
tild using thein like a fencer. Yon feci 
thai he will let no possible opportunity 
escape, and you fool that, tvhatover bo 
says, he wishes to be obeyed. It is 
a strong, dictatorial mode of conversn- 

1 • Hut those who are near him soon 

become used to it, and see thill he nut 
only expresses his ideas wonderfully, but 
thai there is also a brilliancy behind all, 
which is lost nl: the time in that some- 
thing harsh that is peculiar to his man- 
ner. 

His roice is just as attractive as his 
way of using it. You may not think 
f very loud; you would not call it a 
leep voice. But it: has a certain fnr- 
•eaclnng, carrying utility that: makes it 
audible at an immense distance and to a 
vast multitude of people. To persons in 
various parts of St. Peter's, upon one 
»i sion not long since, ho made himself 
distinctly heard, and there were within 
St. Peter's at that time 00,000 persons. 
vitt i ! " lw «J's contrasted with Leo 
MIL, had no such power of making 
himself heard in (he enormous multi- 
tude. But, on (ho other hand, he pos- 
sessed one of (lie most beautiful, one 
of (lies weetesl and richest voices thai 
ever fell to the lot of a singer, No one 
who ever heard him intone Hie great 
" I e Ileum" ill (he chapel can forgel the 
music of those notes. And. too, Pius 
IX. was one or the handsomest men of 
his day. Ho had u ready wit, and always 
a quick retort, and above nil he possess- 
ed the most serviceable of all qualities, 
personal charm. But he bad also a sup- 



erabundance of the most, unserviceable 
of all virtues, which is political human: 
ity. 

Leu. XIIL has only to speak a half 
dozen words in that trenchant, dominant 
voice of his, and give one glance of his 
Hashing eyes, one gesture of his long 
arm, wilh his thin white hand, and the 
moral distance between him and his 
predecessor is apparent in a moment. 
There is strength in every movement:. 

There is deliberate decision in every 
tone. There is personal independence 
in every gesture. Behind that there may 
be kindness, gentleness, charity, all the 
milder virtues, hut what is most appar- 
ent, is a certain trenchancy, which im- 
poses respect rather than awakens sym- 
pathy. Of course, it is not always true 
thai a man's outward gesture's, a mun's 
way of speaking, even a man's words, 
or bis public actions, correspond with 
his inmost self. The discrepancies are 
often lamentably great. 

Of his statesmanship, of his scholar- 
ship, we shall hear more while he lives; 
must, perhaps, hereafter, when he is 
gene, when a weaker and a less signifi- 
cant man sits in the great Pope's chair, 
For he is emphatically a great Pope, a 
great individuality. We have not seen 
such a man at the head of the Uolliail 
Catholic church for centuries! 

Leo XIII. is a man who has accomp- 
lished a wonder in Europe in twenty 
years. Ho has turned the opinion of all 
Europe from a hostile one to a favorable 
one with regard lo the Roman Catholic 
church, with a unanimity of opinion 
which has nut been seen, perhaps, for 
centuries. He is a great individuality. 
Without pretending that he is the great- 
est man that ever lived, I say, and those 
who have known and followed his life, 
will also say, that of all great men of 
his lime, he possesses the must evenly 
balanced, the must stubbornly sane dis- 
position, under all circumstances, of 
them all. And that fact alone speaks 
well for the men who elected him Pope 
at the time when Italy was crazed with 
grief over the loss of her hero king. 

In spite of his great age, Leo XIIL 
leads a life of constant activity and hard 
work. He sleeps very little, not more 
than four or five hours in the night. 
He sometimes takes a imp in the after- 
noon, bul rarely of more than twenty 
minutes. When his faithful old servant 
comes to his room every morning at 11 
o'clock and not at 7 (as I have some- 
times seen it stated), he more often finds 
the Pope up, busy writing, than asleep. 
Oaee, to my knowledge, ho has been 
found in his chair at his writing (able 
sound asleep upon the sheet of paper 
upon which he had been working in the 
night, nut having been to bed at all. 

As soon as he is dressed,.he says mass 
in his private chapel. Immediately af- 
terwards, a riling to an old custom. 

lie hears another mass said by one of the 
chaplains on duty for the week. Then 
he has a very light breakfast, which 
consists almost entirely of coffee ami 
goats' milk — that mountain taste has 
clung to him since he was a boy. Then 
begins the work of the day. which lasts 
from 8 o'clock until 2 in the afternoon. 
He not only directs all letters connected 
with the Catholic church in general, but 
he oversees the Vatican household. He 
knows everything that goes on. He re- 
ceives many persons in audience and 
besides that, he keeps himself constantly 
acquainted with European politics, anil 
constantly in communication wilh his 
own political agents, the Xuncios, in the 
various courts in Europe. At 2 o'clock 
he dines. 

What is hard to understand is, that 
with hardly any nourishment he can 
maintain such unceasing efforts and 
such a vast expenditure of energy. It 
is suit! of him by his physician that 
what Leo XIIL eats in a week would 
not suffice him for a day. After his din- 
ner Leo XIIL goes down into the Vati- 
can gardens, whenever the weather is 
fair. He is taken down from his apart- 
ments in a modern elevator, from which 
he steps into a Sedan chair and is car- 
ried into the gardens. When ho drives 
his carriage waits for him at the gate, 
a simple' brougham, such an any ordin- 
ary personage in Europe might have. 
One hour after dark, no matter at what 
time by the clock, he retires lo his pri- 
vate apartments. After prayers he is 
generally left to himself, and he reads, 
writes and occupies himself until 10 o'- 
clock. Then he has a simple supper, a 
very light meal, and after that he goes 
to his own room and is not disturbed 
again until (i o'clock the next morning, 
though ho spends much of the time in 
reading, writing, study and keeping him- 
self informed upon political conditions in 
the world at large. 

Leo XIIL is more than a statesman; 
he is an eminent modern Italian poet. 
And though his reputation as a states- 
man will hereafter outshine his repu- 
tation as a man of loiters, his verses will 
in the future, I think, rank high in the 
literature of Ins country. His favorite 
poets are Virgil and Dante, and Virgil 
was Dante's favorite poet. The I'ope 
has a good verbal memory and can quote 
long passages from his favorite authors.. 

The newspapers, too, lie gives atten- 
tion to, and especially to political ar- 
ticles. Nothing is over cut and handed 
to him, but articles of importance are 
often marked to attract his attention in 
order that he may be sure to read them. 
All of his encyclicals arc autograph let- 
ters. They are written in Latin and 
printed in the Vatican press, which is a 
very modern institution, provided with 
every kind of modern machinery. 

There is one mure quest ym lo which 
I shall ask your attention fur a few 
moments, and that is the question of 
obedience to the Vatican in mailers nut 
connected with dogma, faith, religion. 
There is a great misapprehension in re- 
gard to this point. The idea has got 
abroad chiefly through the enemies of 
the church, largely originating in the 
fact that Leo XIII, is a great statesman 
and a great political leader, that Catho- 
lics all over the world, whether in mon- 
archies or free countries, must give their 
votes in accordance with (he dictates of 
(lie Catholic church in general, and of 
(heir bishop in particular, on pain of 
committing a very serious offence. There 
never was any such regulation and there 
never can be any such law. It is utter- 
ly contrary to all Catholic institutions 
that there should be. For Catholics to 
combine themselves lo follow the Pope's 
political orders would mean that they 
must follow the political orders of all 
Pope's hereafter and forever, because 
it would become a matter of faith, a part 
of religion, and therefore something 
which could not be taken back. 

He concluded: Leo XIII, as I say. is 
a great leader. He has been followed 
uolitically. Rut he is a leader on n 
higher plane than that of political dis- 
sension. He leads a groat organization 
of Christian men and women spreading 
ill over the world. Ho is at the head of 
a great body of human thought. He is 
the leader of a numerous conservative 
army, which will play u part in the 
coining struggle between anarchy and 
order. He himself will not bo there to 
lead in the day of decisive battle, but he 
will leave a strong position for a succes- 
sor lo defend, and grout weapons for 
him to yield, for lie has done more to 
simplify, and therefore to strengthen, the 
position of the Catholic church in the 
List twenty years than a dozen Popes 
have done in the last two centuries, 

Such men light the campaigns of the 
future over and over in their thoughts, 
while all the world is at peace around 
them. And when the time comes al 
last, though (hey themselves lie gum', 
the ruads they planned are bread and 
straight for the march of other feel:, the 
sword they forged lies ready for another 
hand, the spirit (hey called up slill lives 
lo lead, ami (hey themselves, ill their 
graves, in their well-earned rest, have

A BY-LAW. 



To provide for the weight and stile of 
bread and to further amend the 
Market By-Law. 

The Municipal Council of the Corpor- 
ation of the City of Victoria enacts as 
follows: 

1. All bread wold or offered for sale in 
the city of Victoria in whatever shape, 
form or fashion, must be in loaves of 
OHO pound and a half and three pounds 
avoirdupois weight respectively, anil the 
orice charged therefor shall be at n 
rate per pound, and no person shall soil 
or idler for sale any bread except bv 
weight. Provided always that for bread 
made 24 hours and over, one ounce 1 i 1 1 1 
weight shall be allowed for every one 
pound and a half of bread, but when- 
ever such allowance in weight shall he 
claimed the burden of proof in respect 
to the time when the bread in respect of 
which such allowance shall be claimed, 
was baked, sold or exposed for sale shall 
devolve upon the defendant or baker of 
such bread. 

-'. Nothing in the last preceding sec- 
don contained shall be construed or ex- 
tended lo prevent bakers or other per- 
sona from selling currant loaves, bis- 
cuits, buns, rolls, crackers, muffins, or 
any other fancy cakes commonly made 
in the trade.

TUESDAY, April 12. 
The legislature spout most of the day 
in committee on private bills, u good 
many railway bills being forwarded a 
stage or two. For the first timo this 
session there were no prayers at the 
opening. 

After the house opened the mining 
committee presented reports recommend 
ing amendments to the Flacer nnd Min 
oral Mining acts. 

WA NTS KBCONSID BRAT] ON. 

Dr. AVulkem moved that the 21st re- 
port of the private bills committee he 
referred buck to reconsider a bill en- 
titled ihe B. O. Gold Gravels Co. The 
bill bad been thrown out because it was 
considered by the committee that it 
contained features against the public 
policy. The promoter had offered to 
eliminate these objectionable features 
and on this account he would move for 
its reconsideration by the committee. 

Mr. Sword asked that in the absence 
of several of the members of the pri- 
vate bills committee the debate be ad- 
river banks at Kevelstoke. This wus 
agreed to. 

NEW BILL. 

Mr. Kellie introduced a bill entitled 
"The Trunk Act," which was road a 
first time. 

RETURNS ASKED FOR. 

Mr. Semlin moved for further cor- 
respondence on the protection of the 
banks at Kevelstoke. This was agreed 
to. 

RETURNS ASKED FOR. 

Mr. Sword moved for a copy of the 
order in council referred to in the let- 
ter ot the Hon. G. B. Martin of Dec. 1, 
LN!>7, to J. B. McArthur, of Rosslanu, 
and also n statement of the understand- 
ing arrived at with that gentleman as 
mentioned in the letter. This corres- 
pondence, Mr. Sword said, showed that 
Sir Charles Ross' company in South 
West Kootenny could have obtained the 
power required by taking 10,000 inches 
of water with 1S00 feet fall at less cost 
than the location they actually selected, 
where they hud only ;J0 feet fall and re- 
quired 100,000 inches of water. The 
regulations laid down by the govern- 
ment ignored the question of the head of 
water. What was wanted was that the 
charge for water privileges should he 
proportionate to the power obtainable. 

Hon. Col. Baker said there seemed 
to be a wonderful change in the opin- 
ions of the gentlemen opposite since 
last session, judging by Mr. Sword's re- 
marks. Lust year the opposition said 
they wanted the government to charge 
an adequate fee for the use of water for 
power purposes; now they seemed to he 
willing to allow companies to get wate,- 
free for a time. Mr. Sword, in his re- 
marks, too, had taken into consideration 
the factor of the head of water; whereas 
lion. Col. Baker pointed out that the 
cost of utilizing a head of water was 
a very material factor and should be 
taken into consideration as well. 

Mr. Sword said that what he believed 
in was not so much the question of 
revenue to he derived as to see that the 
water was conserved for the utilization 
of everyone who might need it. 

The resolution was carried. 

Mr. Williams said that he would like 
some further correspondence brought 
down on the Nelson & Fort Sheppard 
Railway land grant and also that plans 
referred to ill the correspondence be 
brought down, before he moved his reso- 
lution on the subject. He would like 
to see the correspondence in connection 
with the Currie pre-emption included 
in the return. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts explained that he 
had endeavored to get the correspond- 
ence down as quickly as possible and if 
anything had been overlooked it was 
unintentional. The government had not 
the slightest objection to bring down 
every particle of the correspondence, but 
he could not see what object would be 
served in bringing down that relating to 
the Currie pre-emption. A dispute as 
to the ownership of the pre-emption had 
arisen between the Nelson & Fort Shep- 
pard railway and J. .1. Currie. This 
was brought before the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works, who hod 
given a decision in favor of Mr. Currie 
Kiom this decision an appeal was taken 
by the i.iilway to a judge of the Su- 
preme court and that was where the 
matter now stood. The government was 
ready to lend every assistance to bri!i£ 
down every particle of corespondence, 
but he did not consider that the Currie 
pre-emption had anything to do with 
the case. He hoped Mr. Williams did 
not mean to suggest that the govern- 
ment were wilfully keeping back buy of 
the correspondence. 

Mr. Williams—"! did not. suggest 
that." 

The resolution was carried. 

In answer to a question by Mr. IDl'- 
gins, the Provincial Secretary stated 
that the manuscript of the Songhees re- 
serve correspondence had been handed 
in on .March 31. 

RET V R N S PRES E NT ED. 

Hon. Col. Raker presented a return 
of clergymen who were justices of the 
peace in the province. 

PRO VI N 01 A L E LECTIONS. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole on the Provincial Elections act, 
Mr. Stoddnrl in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts moved the following 
amendment, which he believed would 
enable the carrying out of the registra- 
tion of voters as conveniently a* pos- 
sible and to enable those who hud sent 
in their applications on the old forms to 
have these applications validated: 

"Where any application to vote lias 
been sent: ill to a collector, but such col- 
lector has omitted to place thj' name of 
the applicant upon the list of claimants 
to vote by reason of the interrogatories 
appended thereto not being in the form 
of section 15, hereby repealed, such 
emission shall not prejudice the appli- 
cant, hut his name shall lie forthwith 
placed upon the list of claimants, anil 
shall be deemed to have been inserted 
thereon Upon the date upon which his 
application was received by the collect- 
or; and the name of such person shall at 
tile proper time be transferred to the 
register of voters, if the interrogatories 
have been answered in accordance with 
this act or with the provisions of the 
Provincial Elections Act, hereby re- 
pealed."

the report was adopted. 

CANADIAN YUKON RAILWAY. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole on the Canadian Yukon Railway 
Co., Mr. Maepherson in the chair. 

Mr. Sword moved to insert in the bill 
the usual security clause to ensure the 
commencement of work ou the road. 

This was carried. 

The committee rose, reported the bill 
complete with amendments. 

IN COMMITTEE. 

On the motion to jo into committee 
of the whole on the Revelstoke & Cns- 
eiur Railway bill, Mr. Sword moved that 
Ids security clause he referred to the 
committee wllh instructions to consider 
it. This was carried anil the house went 
into committee of the whole on the bill. 

The committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments. 

Tin? house went into committee of the 
whole on the C. 1'. N. bill, Major Mutter 
in the chair. 

The committee rose, reported progress 
and asked halve to sit again. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole on the Downie Creek Railway Co. 
bill, the usual security clause being re- 
ferred to the committee for considera- 
tion. 

The committee rose and reported pro- 
gress and the house rose for recess. 

A FTER RECESS. 

The house resumed committee on thr> 
Downie Creek Railway hill, ou which 
progress was reported. 

The Skeena River Railway. Coloniza- 
tion and Exploration Co. bill was next: 
committed, with Mr. Kidd as chairman, 
this measure being reported complete 
with amendments. 

The Nannimo Electric Light and 
Power company's bill went through the 
same stage.

Dr. Walkem moved the second read- 
ing of the Stickine & Portland Railway 
company's bill, which was intended, he 
explained, to permit of the building of 
a railway from the Portland canal to 
the Stickine river, the intention being te 
have the coast terminus at a port within 
the limits of British Columbia. The 
company was prepared to proceed with 
the work immediately, and the necessary 
capital was already subscribed.

R.v Dr. Walkem— Whereas the con- 
struction of railways in the province of 
British Columbia is u matter of the ut- 
most importance to the province, as ma- 
terially affecting their interests; and 
whereas occasions arise when applica- 
tions are made: to the Dominion purlin - 
ment for charters for railways in British 
Columbia, independent of any applica- 
tions for till' same to the provincial leg- 
islature; and whereas the granting of 
such charters by the Dominion parlia- 
ment may frequently conflict with the- 
interests of the people of British Colum- 
bia, especially when the railways in- 
question pass the international boundary 
into the United States: therefore, be it 
resolved, that the Lieutenant-Governor- 
be asked to move the Dominion govern- 
ment to oppose the granting of any char- 
ters for railways in British Columbia, 
unless such railway companies have first 
severally obtained a charter from the 
provincial legislature.

The aincinlinents which the mining 
committee yesterday recommended to 
tht! legislature while they do not con- 
tain any very radical changes, still are 
of considerable importance. Taking 
first the Placer Mining net, the amend- 
ments proposed are few. In the lirst 
place it is proposed to add to section 
1) so as to bring it in conformity with 
n similar section at present in force 
in the Mineral Act. The amendment 
provides that if a person acquires a 
placer claim or an interest therein and 
it shall appear that the person from 
whom he acquired title has neglected 
to take out or keep up a free miner'; 
certificate according to the provisions 
of the act, the person acquires the 
claim or interest may within 11 month af- 
ter finding this out, or a month after 
the amendment becomes law if he has 
already acquired such knowledge pay 
the proper fees and thus make li is title 
as good as if there had been no default. 

Another section in the proposed am 
eudmeuts is to extend to leases or other 
placer mining grounds the right now be 
longing only to holders of creek claims 
to consolidate as many as ten leases. 

By some mistake last session the sec- 
tion giving holders of placer ground a 
right to consolidate placer mining hold 
ings, not exceeding 040 acres as one 
holding, was repealed. Tho committee 
propose that this he re-enacted. The 
section reads: 

Any free miner, or two or more free 
miners, holding adjoining leases of 
placer mining ground, may consolidate 
his or their holdings into one holding, 
not to exceed (j-10 acres, by tiling with 
the mining recorder a declaratory state- 
ment containing the name of the com- 
pany or partnership which is to hold 
the consolidated lease, the location and 
size of each lease, and the partiau'ar 
terest of each free miner in the lea 
to he consolidated, and such statement 
shall he signed by the holder or holders 
of the leases to be consolidated. After 
tiling such declaratory statement, such 
free miner, or fret! miners, shall lie al- 
lowed in each and every year to per- 
form on any one or more of such leases 
all the work that, is necessary to he p.?r 
formed to hold all such leases, and any 
water grant that has been made for lie 
working of any one of such leases nhflll, 
after the consolidation of such leases, 
bo appurtenant to and may be used on 
any one of such consolidated 'c.tsos; 
and provided further, that when T.v/> or 
more leases have been consolidate:! into 
one holding, as provided in this section 
and such leases contain a provision that 
a certain amount of money shall he ex- 
pended in working each of such leases 
each year in order to hold it. the hold 
or holders of such leases may, in lieu 
of the required expenditure in work • 
such leases in each year, pay to il 
mining recorder' of the mining division 
in which such leases are situate, >i sum 
equal to twenty-five per .'ent. of th 
aggregate amount required '■) he so ex 
pended in work on the eousol.dute.l 
leases, and receive from such records 
and record a receipt for such payment , 
and payment and record thereof in nny 
year shall relieve the person making 
it from tho necessity of doius any work 
during the year in and fir wh'eh and 
upon the lease in respect of winch >,uch 
payment is recorded. 

The proposed changes in I'mc Mineral 
Act are more numerous, one of tin 
principal features being an nnpoitant 
change allowing fractional mineral 
claims to be located without confining 
the boundaries to the rectangular form. 
At present there is no provision in the 
act to take in irregular fractions and 
the provisions proposed are to remedy 
this matter. The amendment provides 
that "such fractional claim need not 
he in rectangular form and none of the 
angles need necessarily he right angles 
nor the lines be meridianal and the 
lines of the previously located mineral 
claims (whether surveyed or not) lit 
twecn which the fractional mineral 
claim is located may he adopted as tin 
boundary of the fractional minora 
claim." 

The distinction between a fractional 
and full-sized mineral claim is rj»dc 
hy always prefixing the words "full- 
sized' or "fractional" to tho word 
claim. 

In locating a fractional claim the fol 
lowing provisions are made: 

"A fractional mineral claim shall he 
marked hy two legal posts placed us near 
ns possible on the line of the previously 
located mineral claims, and shall be 
numbered I ami 2, and the distance be- 
tween posts 1 and 1! shall not exceed 
fifteen hundred feet, I he lino between 
posts 1 and 2 to he known as the location 
line, and upon posts Nos. 1 and 2 shall 
be written tho name given to tho min- 
eral claim, the name of the locator and 
the date of the location. Upon No. 1 
post there shall be written in addition 
to the foregoing, initial post, tiie approxi- 
mate compass- bearing of No. 2 post, 
and as full 11 description as possible of 
the land bounding the fractional claim: 

"The Provincial Land Surveyor, when 
surveying a fractional mineral claim, 
whether located before or after the pas- 
sago of this net. may survey such claim 
so that it shall contain ,as nearly as pos- 
sible, till the unoccupied ground lying 
between the previously located mineral 
claims, as described in the affidavit and 
by the sketch plan made by the locator 
when the claim was recorded, provided 
that no side of a fractional mineral 
claim shall exceed fifteen hundred feet, 
in length: 

"Provided that when a fractional claim 
has been located between previously 
located and unsurveyed mineral claims', 
it when any such previously located 
mineral claims are surveyed, any of the 
posts of the fractional mineral claim 
are found to he on the previously lo- 
cated mineral claim, the location of such 
fractional mineral claim shall not he in- 
valid by reason of the location posts of 
tho fractional mineral claim being on 
such previously located mineral claims, 
and the owner of such fractional min- 
eral claim may, by obtaining (lie per- 
mission of the gold commissioner of tho 
district, move the posts of the fractional 
mineral claim and place them on tiie snr 
ve.vod line of the adjoining previously lo- 
cated mineral claim." 

Provisions are made by which a free 
miner, if ho has finished his assessment

work, within the year, may have !J0 
days more in which to obtain and record 
his -lertisieate on payment of .flO addi- 
tional fee. 

It is proposed to allow a miner to do 
several years' assessment work in one 
and get a certificate for such work to 
cover. In getting a Crown grant, too, 
the miner is allowed credit for the assess- 
ment work done, the amount of such as- 
sessment being deducted from the $000 
necessary to secure a Crown grant. 

In making an application for a Grown 
grant the applicant, it is proposed, shall 
tile the copies of the British Columbia 
Gazette and newspaper containing the 
notices of his application. 

Another amendment is that an adverse 
claimant must file a plan made by a pro- 
vincial land surveyor showing the claim. 

Instead of as at present, only allowing 
credit to bo given for the survey ns 
wind; on the claim, when such survey is 
made within one year of the record of 
the claim, an amendment proposes that 
"two" years be inserted instead of "one.", 

At the foot of the bill, as a recom- 
mendation, conies the following import- 
lint section, providing that a free minor's 
license shall be issued only to British 
subjects or those who have declared their 
intention to become such. It reads: 

"Every person over, but not under, 
eighteen years of age, and every joint 
stock company, shall be entitled to all 
the rights and privileges of a free minor, 
anil shall be considered a free miner, 
upon taking out a free miner's certifi- 
cate: Provided, however, that no alien 
shall be permitted to record a mineral 
claim unless he has previously, and in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
act regulating the same, declared his in- 
tention to become a British subject; and 
no Grown grant shall be issued upon any 
mineral claim recorded after the passage 
of this act, to any person other than a 
British subject. A minor who shall be- 
come a free miner shall, as regards his 
mining property and liabilities contracted 
in connection therewith, be treated as of 
full age. A free miner's certificate issu- 
ed to a joint stock company shall be issu- 
ed in its corporate name. A free miner's 
certificate shall not be transferable."
